European patent application EP 0 879874 A2 , according to the English language 
abstract, relates to encapsulated detergent giving correct dose of concentrate without 
contact with skin. 

European patent application EP 0 879874 A3 , according to the English language 
abstract, relates to encapsulated agents for manual cleaning, especially dishwashing, and 
the use of agents containing anhydrous surfactant. 

DE 10003429 , according to the English language abstract provided herewith, is 
directed to, among other things, a detergent product which comprises: (a) a measured 
amount of a detergent composition for use at an early stage of washing or rinsing cycle; 
and (b) a measured amount of a detergent composition that is for use at a later stage of 
the washing or rinsing cycle and is protected against premature dissolution during the 
early stage. 

DE 19961661 , according to the English language abstract provided herewith, is 
directed to, among other things, active material packages that comprise a wash, cleaning 
or rinsing composition that is at least partially contained within an enclosure that is 
soluble under the conditions of washing, cleaning or rinsing. 

German patent application WO 02/14460 A2 , according to the English language 
abstract, relates to a washing, rinsing or cleaning agent dose comprising a fully or 
partially water-soluble coating in the form of a capsule, a ball or a bag.
